G. B. Vick, an assist­ 
ant of Dr. Norris, said the com­ 
mittee was made up of both non­ 
union men and CIO-United Auto­ 
mobile Workers 
members.

rhurch has seats for approximate­ 
ly 4,000 persons. 


ICIvttl Chiefs Confer 


l/)ng 
said 
Roosevelt 
would 
talk on “shall radical labor con­ 
trol industrial America?” and that 
the address would be in line with 
Uoosevelt's recent ..ention of the 
labor dispute in a radio talk. 


This afternoon K. 
T. 
Keller, 
president of the corporation, and 
Philip Murray, vice president of 
I ho Congress 
of 
Industrial Or­ 
ganization, had met at a confer­ 
ence table seeking a formula to 
settle the dispute. 


They joined other negotiators 
Including lesser corporation offi­ 
cials and leaders of the CIO Unit­ 
ed Automobile Workers’ union.

Dewey after the conference had 
proceeded for two hours.

“Let the strikebreaker« !n.” a 
union spokesman called to the pic­

“There aren't enough to operate 
the plant and what the corpora­ 
tion wants is for 
you 
to 
stop 
them and start a fight.” 


Police 3I«m at Plant 


The Dodge plant normally em­ 
ploys 20,000 men. 


Approximately 50 of those who 
sought entrance to the plant were 
denied admittance 
because 
they 
had no Dodge workers’ badges: 
another 18 who entered were lat­ 
er sent home when it was found 
they never had 
worked 
at 
the 
plant. 


Details of police on foot and on 
hors*»back had 
massed 
at 
the 
plant after R. J. Thomas, UAW- 
CIO president, 
charged 
that 
a 
“ back-to-work movement of negro 
laborers” was being organized and 
expressed fear that rioting might 
result. Eight persons were injured 
last Friday w’hen 57 workers pass­ 
ed the picket lire under a barrage 
of bricks to enier the plant. 


“There was no riot this morn­ 
ing, and there will not be any if 
you and your union obey the law,” 
Keller told Thomas In a telegram 
today. “ We plan to keep all plants 
open to employes for whom we 
can provide work, notwithstand-

Wife of President 
Willing To Testify 
For Dies Committee 


Washington, Nov. 27 (;p)—The 
unprecedented prospect of a pres­ 
ident’s wife testifying 
before 
a 
congressional investigating com­ 
mittee arose today. 


Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt told 
her press conference 
that 
sho 
would bo willing to testify before 
the Dies committee regarding the 
American Youth Congress, whose 
leaders she has 
often 
defende'd 
against accusations 
of 
Commu­ 
nism. and “would 
answer 
any­ 
body’s questions asked in the in­ 
terest of truth.” 


Committee members immedlat- 
ly expressed eagerness 
to 
hear 
her. Mrs. Roosevelt made it clear 
that she would not volunteer to 
testify and Chairman Starnes (D- 
Ala) of the subcommittee now 
conducting the hearings said that 
“of course, we couldn’t subpoena 
the first lady of the land.” 


May IW* Invited 
It was distinctly possible, how­ 
ever, that the committee might in­ 
vite her to appear. 
A decision 
probably will await a conference 
of committee members with Chair­ 
man Dies (D-Tex) who was out 
of town toxlay. 


Starnes said ho would be “de­ 
lighted” to hear the president’s 
wife “if she can throw any light 
on the American Youth Congress 
or nuy other m atter” and Repre- 
senative Mason (R-Ill) said “you 
bet” ho wanted to hear her. 
Rep­ 
resentative Voorhis (D-Callf) said 
he thought the committee “should 
extend every possible courtesy to 
Mrs. Roosevelt.” 


Tho first lady’s attitude toward 
testifying was brought out when 
sho was asked about a suggestion 
by Alfred M. Lilienthal of New 
York that he and she should ap­ 
pear ns opposing witnesses on the 
subject of alleged Communism in 
the Youth Congress. 
Mrs. Roose- 
venf said she would not care to 
take sides in opposition to Lilien­ 
thal, leader of a group which split 
with the congress.

$10,000,000 Richer 
on 25th Birthday 


Detroit, Nov. 27 (/P)— Frances 
Dodge Johnson, accustomed to 
spend 125,000 a year for clothes 
and 1100,000 to maintain an ex­ 
tensive 
stable 
of 
blue-ribbon 
horses, was richer by somo $10,- 
000,000 in her own name tonight. 


Twenty-five years old today, the 
young heiress to one of the na­ 
tion’s first automotive - fortunes 
came into control, by terms of her 
father’s will, of her share of his 
estate. 


Sho was only 7 when John F. 
^odge, one of two brothers who 
accumulated millions in tlie auto­ 
mobile industry and gave their 
name to a car still being manu­ 
factured, died. 
His will provided 
for a trust fund of $40,000,000 
for four of his children. 


Income from 
the estate 
has 
paid for the education and up­ 
bringing of Frances Dodge, once 
known as Detroit’s “number one 
glamor girl.” Accountings of the 
funds, reported in court by the 
executors, revealed 
the amount 
and purpose of her expenditures 
on clothes and horses. 


She was married in July, 1938, 
James B. Johnson, Jr., of Eliz­ 
abeth, N. J., and Detroit.

per cent. This year’s deficit is ex­ 
pected to run 
around 
|3,500,- 
000,000. 


There were indications that the 
total budget for next year’s gov­ 
ernment expenses 
had 
not been 
finally determined. For tho cur­ 
rent fiscal year the 
figure 
was 
upwards of $9.000,000,000. It ap­ 
peared, also, that while no final 
estimate of the 
federal 
income 
had been made for next year, the 
administration was not counting 
any too heavily on revenues ap­ 
proaching $7,000,000,000.

Washington. Nov. 27 i/P)—Sec­ 
retary Morgenthau, 
asking 
the 
public to lend tho treasury j.'iOO.- 
000,000 for imminent federal ex­ 
penses, said today that congress 
Boon must do something about in­ 
creasing the national debt limit or 
levying new taxes, “if the boys are 
going to eat.” 


He made the “eating” comment 
in a joking tone and declined to 
explain it. 
However, it was un­ 
derstood the secretary meant that 
if 
congressional 
appropriations 
were going to be met tho treasury 
W’ould need some means of getting 
the money. 


Tho $500.000,000, for which 
bids will bo received tomorrow, 
will bo an addition to tho public 
debt, now $11,286,551,646. With 
more deficits in view, the treasury 
is getting close to the $45,000,- 
000,000 limit placed on the debt 
more than 15 years ago. 


Morgenthau, grinning to show 
that ho was “not worried” about 
tho debt situation, said his conii* 
denco in public 
investment 
de­ 
mand for government bonds was 
shown by his choice of a two per­ 
cent interest rate on tho 9 to 11 
year bonds to be sold to raise the 
$500,000,000. This was, he said, 
the lowest interest rate ever of­ 
fered on a comparable govern­ 
ment security. 


Although tho treasury has $1,- 
500,000,000 in cash on hand, Mor­ 
genthau said tho borrowing was 
being undertaken because of the 
need for more cash to pay for the 
deficit in coming months. 
Since 
the fiscal year began July 1, the 
treasury has encountered a deficit 
of $1,630,473,582. The deficit may 
increase another $2,000,000,000 
before tho fiscal year end next 
Juno 30.

Deer Season for 1939 
Closes at Sunset On 
Thursday

The 1939 <leer hunt enlorod its 
finjil stages Monday with the cori- 
.‘■ ervation departn\ent and hunters 
themselves agreed that the season 
would go down as one of the most 
disappointing in years. 
Tho 16- 
day season closes at sunset on 
Thursday. 


The conservation department at 
Lansing said tho deer kill might 
not bo much lower than In the 
1938 season, but that In view of 
tho record number of hunters In 
tho north woods, tho kill average 
probably would bo decreased sub­ 
stantially. 


Stato ferries at tho Straits of 
Mackinac havo transported 6.250 
deer southward so far this season, 
compared to a total of 7,008 for 
last season. 
Most lower Michigan 
hunters 
are 
bolleved 
returned 
from 
upper 
peninsula 
hunting 
grounds. 


Tho kill of bear, ns reflected by 
ferry service reports, is heavier 
this year. 
Carcasses of 121 bears 
havo been taken across the straits 
compared to 60 all of last season. 


In the upper 
peninsula, 
only 
Luco county reported a normal 
kill of deer this season. 


Unseasonablo weather 
In 
tho 
lower peninsula also hampered 
tho 
hunters 
In 
nearly 
every 
county.

Tlu! Canadian minister of justice 
today commuted tho

convicted of killing

wife, Adeline, last May

beauty shop. 


The commuted 
sentence 
pro­ 
vides 
for 
life 
imprisonment in 
Kingston penitentiary. 
A petition 
signed by 3,000 citizens was con 
sldered an important 
factor 
in 
the grant of leniency. 


When tho commutation was an­ 
nounced gallows wero being built 
in the Kent county jail yard. Mc­ 
Donald was to havo been hanged 
at dawn Thursday. 


Russia realizes, no doubt, that 
early peace in Europe would see 
frustation of botli her Balkan and 
Baltic thrusts. This realization, in 
tho opinion of diplomats and stu­ 
dents of tho situation, played a 
part In .Moscow’s decision to turn 
the heat on little Finland at this 
time. Whether tho reported firing 
by Finnish border forces on Red 
army troops is mere.y a trumped- 
up incident, as Finnish leaders as­ 
sert, or whether it did in fact oc­ 
cur, it affords Moscow a chance to 
drop broad hints 
of 
Immediate 
military action if Finland stands 
against now demands. 


The full force of Russiau prop­ 
aganda bus been turned on Fin­ 
land. While tho formal 
Moscow 
note of protest fell far short of an 
■‘ultimatum” in character, it lent 
substance to Russian soldiers’ and 
workers’ 
resolutions 
demanding 
action against Finland. 


W inter llemoves Safeguard 
They point darkly to partition­ 
ed I’oland as an object lesson. The 
obvious inference is that if Fin­ 
land balks at 
withdrawing 
her 
troops from the frontier to avoid 
further 
“ incidents”—and 
from 
Finnish 
fortifications— her 
fate 
may be the same as that of Po­ 
land. 


She may bo the next little inde­ 
pendent slate to be gobbled up by 
the Nazi German and Soviet llus- 
sian onrush, and may become a re­ 
conquered Russian p r o v i n c e . 
Against, 
that the (Molotoff, Rus­ 
sian foreign commissar) note sug­ 
gests that acquiescence 
in 
the 
R u s s i a n 
withdrawal 
demand 
would mean only demilitarization 
of a 12 to 20-milo strip 
of 
her 
frontier where it comes within big 
gun shot of Leningrad. 
Yet that 
abandonment of Finnish fortifica­ 
tions would leave her 
open 
to 
Russian attack at any time, in auy 
weather. 


Neutral military observers trace 
tho timing of tho new Russian de­ 
mand not to tho alleged Finnish 
attack on 
Red 
army 
frontier 
guards, but to tho fact that the icy 
grip pf winter is already impairing 
tho greatest 
FinnisU 
safeguard. 
Lakes, 
waterways 
and marshes 
that mako Russiau invasion of 
Finland a difficult operation iu 
tho open seasoim 
already 
are 
freezing up. They will stay frozen 
for mouths, possibly as late as the 
last of April. 


To 
what 
extent 
deep-frozen 
waterways would break down Fin­ 
land’s “natural defenses” against 
Russian heavy tanks or guns is a 
matter of speculation. That light 
Red arnjy forces in overwholm-

Opening for Diplomacy

at Malmlla (Malnila) on the Fin- 
nish-Russlan 
border 
north 
of 
I^ningrad. The Soviet asked that 
Finnish troops be drawn back 12 
to 16 miles in that area. 


Diplomatic observers interpret­ 
ed the Finnish answer as one de­ 
signed to give the Russians the 
opportunity to 
resume 
negotia­ 
tions which were broken 
off 
by 
Finland on Nov. 13 when Finland 
refused to mako further conces­ 
sions to Soviet demands for bor­ 
der revisions and naval bases. 


Xo Shots Fired 
An opportunity was afforded, it 
was pointed out, for Russia to re­ 
lieve any embarrassment caused 
by the firm Finnish stand regard­ 
ing earlier demands. 


This view was based on the be­ 
lief in some quarters that Russia 
is not planning to use force, but 
hopes to use the alleged incident 
as a form of continued pressure 
on her little neighbor. 
* Nevertheless, it was pointed 
out, tho Finnish note tonight re­ 
jected any unilateral concessions 
regarding disposition 
of

defense.

said the note, that Finnish sol­ 
diers fired no shots yesterday as 
the Soviet

RUSSIA ASKED 
TD PULL BACK

SHOOTING

IS DENIED

Opening for Diplomacy

Red soldiers and wounding nine 
at Maimila (Mainila) on the Fin- 
nish-Russian 
border 
north 
of 
Leningrad. The Soviet asked th a t 
Finnish troops be drawn back 12 
to 16 miles in that area. 
Diplomatic observers interpret­ 
ed the Finnish answer as one de­ 
signed to give the Russians the 
opportunity to 
resume 
negotia­ 
tions which were broken 
off 
by 
Finland on Nov. 13 w’hen Finland 
refused to make further conces­ 
sions to Soviet demands for bor­ 
der revisions and naval bases. 
No Shots Fired 
An opportunity was afforded, it 
was pointed out, for Russia to re­ 
lieve any embarrassment caused 
by the firm Finnish stand regard­ 
ing earlier demands. 
This view was based on the be­ 
lief in some quarters that Russia 
is not planning to use force, but 
hopes to use the alleged incident 
as a form of continued pressure 
on her little neighbor. 
Nevertheless,

out, the Finnish note tonight re­ 
jected any unilateral concessions 
regarding disposition

The British should havo been 
forewarned, if not by their In­

The plane flies low over the 
waves and drops a mine buoyed 
by a parachute—or

Perhaps tho Nazi mines aro a 
new type that cannot bo seen or 
swept up by cables. The Germans 
are said to havo solved the prob­ 
lem that has foiled other powers: 
bui^yancy. 
Tho solution Is a cyl­ 
inder container not of explosives 
alone, but (in separate compart­ 
ments) of compressed air. with a 
governor that regulates flow of 
sea-water into the compartments.

Whatever 
mines 
tho “flying 
mine-layors” are dropping, 
they 
must be few in number or light In 
weight— perhaps 300 pounds of 
TNT and four to eight per plane! 
Really to wreck British shipping 
would take mass flights of hun­ 
dreds, thousands of planes, for 
mines, 
unlike 
bombs, 
can 
bo 
swept up. 
If tho Germans plan to 
use them together with bombing 
attacks on British cities they had 
better hurry, for military history 
shows that for a new offensive 
weapon a defense Is always found. 


The remedy for the flying mine­ 
layers is obvious: more patrol ves­ 
sels and better anti-aircraft de­ 
fenses. The principal German ad­ 
vantage 
in 
this “new” weapon 
may bo that It will compel the 
British to keep at home defensive 
aircraft thAt might otherwise be 
useful at tho front. 


To find a remedy for the mine 
Itself, you must first catch your 
mine. 
British minesweepers are 
said to havo found one of these 
seaplanes* eggs. 
Hero, In their 
hands, was tho secret— if secret 
there was. 
But litstead of saving 
it for the expert examination, they 
are said to have detonated It with 
a rifle! It’s still a queer war!

To be sure, 22 ships went down 
within six days, but proof is lack­ 
ing that any struck mines drop­ 
ped from German seaplanes. Some 
will, of course, unless the British 
guard the Thames estuary where 
weekly

a thousand ships 
pass back and forth, bearing 50 
per cent of England’s food. Here, 
as at Sea pa Flow, listening devices 
seem to have been deaf. 
NOTHING 
NEW 
The British should have been I 
forewarned, if not by their In­ 
telligence Service, then by their 
intelligence, 
for 
laying 
mines 
from the air is no Nazi inspira­ 
tion. 
Several countries, Britain 
and the United States included, 
have rehearsed it. 
There are two 
methods: 
The plane flies low over the 
waves and drops a mine buoyed 
by a parachute— or 
the 
plane 
alights and plops the mine right 
in the water. 
Perhaps the Nazi mines are a 
new type that cannot be seen or 
swept up by cables. 
The Germans 
are said to have solved the prob­ 
lem that has foiled other powers: 
buoyancy. 
The solution is a cyl­ 
inder container not of explosives 
alone, but (in separate compart­ 
ments) of compressed air, with a 
governor that regulates flow of 
sea-water into the compartments. 
DEFENSE FOR 
MINES IS CERTAIN 
Whatever 
mines 
the 
“ flying 
mine-layers” are dropping, 
they 
must be few in num ber or light In 
weight— perhaps 300 pounds of 
TNT and four to eight per plane! 
Really to wreck British shipping 
would take mass flights of hun­ 
dreds, thousands of planes, for 
mines, 
unlike 
bombs, 
can 
bo 
swept up. 
If the Germans plan to 
use them together with bombing 
attacks on British cities they had 
better hurry, for military history 
shows that for a new offensive 
weapon a defense is always found. 
The remedy for the flying mine­ 
layers is obvious: more patrol ves­ 
sels and better anti-aircraft de­ 
fenses. The principal German ad­ 
vantage 
in 
this “new” weapon 
may be that it will compel the 
British to keep a t home defensive 
aircraft thht might otherwise be 
useful at the front. 
To find a remedy for the mine 
itself, you must first catch your 
mine. 
British minesweepers are 
said to have found one of these 
seaplanes' eggs. 
Here, in their 
hands, was the secret— if secret 
there was. 
But instead of saving 
it for the expert examination, they 
are said to have detonated it with 
a rifle! It’s still a queer war!

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round 


BY P£AK80N AND ALLEN; 


W ashington— Most stupendous cocktail 
party ever held In Washington was staged 
by Paul McNutt, then the newly appointed 
High Commissioner to the Philippines, and 
would-be President of the United 
States. 
That cocktail party was ihe most daring 
piece of political showmanship ever stag­ 
ed in Washington and now, 
two 
years 
later, long-headed political strategists still 
are debating the wisdom of it. 


W hether wise or not, all agree that the 
strategy ot Paul McNutt today has chang­ 
ed. Furthermore, all agree that he-of-the- 
platinum-hair has made more progress to­ 
ward the Democratic nomination than any 
other candidate in the stable. 


McNutt’s strategy today is subtle, steady 
and successful. In the first place, he has 
been doing a good job as Federal Security 
Administrator. Second, he has visited with 
small groups of key political leaders 
in 
important States. Finally, he has made a 
strong bid for the Inner New Deal circle. 


This last move is especially significant. 
When first appointed Security Adminis­ 
trator, the Brain Trusters 
were 
openly 
hostile toward McNutt. Now they are thaw­ 
ing out. 


In fact, some of his speeches have 
all 
the earm arks of being Inspired, 
if 
not 
actually written by potent New Deal ad­ 
visers. Obviously they arc written 
with 
the idea of laying low ihe previous repu­ 
tation Ihat McNutt was conservative 
and 
dictatorial. 


Note— A recent McNutt spcech 
before 
the Washington unit of the National Law­ 
yers’ Guild was a 
ringing 
defense 
of 
civil liberties.

But while McNutt has been husy court­ 
ing New Dealers, he hasn’t neglected the 
other side of ihe political fence. One 
ol 
his strong supporters is Wendell Wlllkie 
head of Commonwealth and Southern, anc 
the No. 1 foe of Rooseveltlan power poli­ 
cies. 


Wlllkie was a classmate of McNutt’s a\ 
Indiana University, and they have 
been 
close friends for years. Neither, however 
is advertising the fact ihat McNutt 
has 
W inkle’s backing. When the two spéculât 
ed that Wlllkie might run ior President 
himself. 


Asked what he 
thought 
of 
Genera. 
John ’s 
nomination of Wlllkie for Presi­ 
dent, Wlllkie replied: “ It’s the best offci 
I’ve had yet." 


Privately. Wlllkie says, with 
a 
grin; 
“ Yes, sir! I’m for McNutt, but I ’m 
no» 
saying so for fear ii might hurt him.” 


Note— In school in Indiana, McNutt and 
WMlIkle were friendly 
enettiles. 
McNutt, 
the son of a prominent judge, was the nat­ 
tily groomed leader of tho fraternity fac- 
tion; while Wlllkie, son 
of 
a 
Socialist 
law’yer, was a rumpled radical who 
led 
the “ barbarians”. 


—TWO TEIl CKXT CLUB— 


Another tip-off to McNutt’s ambitions is 
the sudden resignation of Frank 
McHale 
and Bowman Elder as treasurer and direc­ 
tor of the Two Per Cent Club. This is the 
club organized in 1933 during 
McNutt's 
first term as Governor, to supply Indiana 
Democrats with campaign funds. Each ap­ 
pointive office holder is required to con­ 
tribute two per cent of his salary to the 
club. 


“ Pressure of other duties” was the ex­ 
planation given by McHale and Elder for 
stepping out, but real reason was to dis­ 
sociate McNutt’s 
presidential 
campaign 
from any connection with the club.

Two ot the biggest headliners 
of 
the 
early New Deal are back In Washington 
again, and nobody pays any attention to 
them. One is the much harried ex-Admin­ 
istrator of Resettlement, Rex Tugwell; the 
other. I^ibor Department’s former 
crack 
conciliator, Ed McGrady. 


In the late Resettlement days, when the 
lightning had struck about Tugwell’s head, 
he withdrew' from public contacts, became 
almost Inaccessible. Today, he is so «cces- 
slble that anybody can find his nam e in 
the phone book in ihe Washington suburb 
of Alexandria, Virginia. 


No longer is his telephone unlisted. Tug- 
well does not even have 
an 
individual 
line, but a two party line which saves him 
75 cents a month over the cost of a pri­ 
vate line.

40,000 School Children Locked Out; 
Lack of Funds Closes Toledo Classes

Toledo, O.— Spectacle of a me­ 
tropolitan American city of 300,- 
OOO barring the 
doors 
of 
its 
schools and temporarily abandon­ 
ing Its whole educational program 
in mid-year because of 
lack 
of 
funds has become a tragic reality 
here. 
More 
than 
40,000 
students 
packed up their books and went 
home No. 22. 
They’ll return in 
January— if schools open then. If 
not, there’ll be even more weeks 
of this economic vacation. 
Here’s the story in words of 
those most concerned: 
Says the Board of Education 
president, peppery, bald Edward 
E. Evans: 
"The public won’t accept any 
more taxes. 
We warned them 
we’d close the schools if they 
didn’t give us 
more 
money. 
Well, the education 
of 
their 
children 
is 
their 
headache, 
now.” 
Says a high school senior, Fran­ 
cis Adamski, 17: 
"I want to finish my educa­ 
tion. 
I need a diploma to get 
a Job.” 
Says a teacher, Russell Brown: 
"It’s a tragedy for the kids, 
but we teachers can’t keep on 
without pay.” 
Says 
a 
taxpayer, 
Walter 
Baertschi: 
"If the education board pulls 
another election to try to raise 
dough, we’ll knock their pants 
off again.” 
Says a father: 
"The 
schools 
should 
stay 
open, but put some new men on 
the school board. 
These guys 
waste our money.” 
Says a mother: 
"I don’t think the teachers’ 
pay should be cut because they 
have a lot of responsibility for 
our children, but we don’t need 
brass bands and dances in the 
schools.” 


STATE LAWS 
HELD TO BLAME 
Crux of tho matter lies in state 
laws, say school board offisialc. 
Schools legally 
can 
get 
funds 
from two sources only; specially 
voted real estate lives when taxes 
exceed the ten-mill limit; and the 
state school foundation fund, 
a 
subsidy from which Toledo gets 
$1,300,000. 
Worst hit town of its size dur­ 
ing the depression, Toledo saw 
realty values drop to half 
their 
1929 average; 
saw 
assessment 
rates sliced; school income from 
taxes drop from more than four 
million to just over two million 
dollars. 
Teachers have been working at 
anywhere from 63 to 88 per cent 
of their base salaries. From 1933 
to 1936, 25 per cent of their pay 
iwas in script. 
Since mid-August of this year, 
teachers have received only two 
weeks’ pay. By January, they will 
have lost in unpaid salaries a to­ 
tal of nearly four million dollars 
in seven years. 
By the time school closed, red 
ink on the school books showed a 
deficit of $603,671.

Michigan In 
Washington

No little critcism of the New 
Deal's crop control program on 
corn has been voiced by the corn 
growers of Michigan, who have 
just learned that the Secretary of 
Agriculture has again made pro­ 
vision 
for 
loans on this year's 
crop. 


While farmers cooperating with 
the program may store their corn 
and borrow on it from the (îov- 
ernuïent at a rate ranging from 
five 
to 
fifteen 
cents a bushel 
above 
local m a ik et prices, they 
are not as enthusiastic as some 
other midwestern corn farmers ir 
ilosignated commercial areas. I'n- 
lilie big corn shippers, the Miclii- 
gan farn\ers d o n ’t sell their corn 
- they feed it to their own hogs, 
ííonietimes, having locked up their 
own corn In cribs, urd er (Jovern- 
mcnt seal, they have been foi’ced 
to buy corn to feed io their live­ 
stock. 
In fact, only thirty loans 
were made in .Michigan last year, 
involving but 11,:’.21 bushels. 


The corji farmers' 
spokesman 
in Congress is llepublican Karl 
Miehener, 
of 
Adrian, who told 
Congress that the Lenowee Coun­ 
ty farmers are incensed over the 
(ior.i 
proposal, 
lie 
quoted 
the 
farmers-thns : “ We never raise as 
much corn as we consume; 
wo 
will not comply with tliis regim en­ 
tation; and we denounce any law 
that interferes with the manag e­ 
ment of o»ir farms. ” 


These farmers admit that tlx* 
pro.2:ram is keei)ing the price of 
corn up. but that means less to 
tlic .Michigan farmers than it docs 
to farmers who raise corn to ship. 
Hut one other result of the pro­ 
gram, say .AAA officials, is break­ 
ing 
tlown 
tlie 
criticism of th*' 
Michigan farmers— the sustained 
hifili price of corn i« resulting in 
a consistently higher 
price 
for 
hogs. 
In 1932, when corn 
w î i s 
ten or fifteen <-ent.‘< a busiiel. hogs 
were selling as low as three dol­ 
lars for a hundred pounds. 


Although only thirty corn loans 
have been made this year in Mich­ 
igan, 
that 
does not necessarily 
mean that only thirty farmers in 
♦ho eleven counties of the com- 
nuMcial area of Michigan partlii- 
pated in the program. Indeed not! 
The AAA records show that 74.tí 
per cent of corn 
farmers 
have 
kept 
within 
their acreage allot­ 
ments, and thereby earned fifteen 
ciiuts a bushel in 
benefit 
pay­ 
ments. 
The national average is 
74 per cent participation. 


Although it has not been an- 
noiMiced, Berrien County will soon 
b > added to (he commercial group 
of Branch, Calhoun. Cass, llills- 
dale, Jackson, Kalamazoo, L ena­ 
wee, 
Monroe, 
St. Joe. W ash te­ 
naw. and Wayne. 
To be desig­ 
nated as “comm ercial” a county 
nuitit produce a total of four h u n ­ 
dred and fifty bushels j)er farm, 
and the yield of corn must be four 
bushels or more per aero of farm 
land.

Again thi.s year the corn crop 
is large— 54,7 41.000 
bushels 
in 
Michigan— and the need to keep 
the price up is acute.

Michigan In 
Washington

No little critcism of the New 
Deal s crop control program on 
corn has been voiced by the corn 
growers of Michigan, who have 
ju s t learned tha t the Secretary of 
Agriculture has again made pro­ 
vision 
for 
loans on this y e a r’s 
crop. 
While farm ers cooperating with 
t h e progra m may store their corn 
an d borrow on it from the Gov­ 
ern m e n t at a rate ran gin g from 
five 
to 
fifteen 
cents a bushel 
above local m a rk e t prices, they 
are not as enthusiastic as some 
other midwestern corn farm ers in 
designated commercial areas. Un­ 
like big corn shippers, the Michi­ 
gan farmers d o n ’t sell their corn 
— they feed it to their own hogs. 
Sometimes, having locked up their 
own corn in cribs, u n d er Govern­ 
ment seal, they have been forced 
to buy corn to feed to their live­ 
stock. 
In fact, only thirty loans 
were made in .Michigan last year, 
involving but 11.321 bushels. 
The corn f a r m e r s ’ 
spokesman 
in Congress is Republican Earl C. 
Michener, 
of 
Adrian, who told 
Congress th at th e Lenowee Coun­ 
ty farm ers are incensed over the 
cora 
proposal. 
He 
quoted 
the 
f a r m e r s 'thus: “ We never raise as 
much corn as we consume; 
we 
will not comply with this regim en­ 
tation; and we denounce any law 
tha t interferes with the m an ag e­ 
ment of our f a r m s .’’ 
These farm ers admit that the 
program is keeping the price of 
corn ut), but that means less to 
tl;e .Michigan farm ers than it does 
to farm ers who raise corn to ship. 
Hut one oth er result of the pro­ 
gram, say AAA officials, is b rea k ­ 
ing 
down 
the 
criticism of the 
Michigan farm ers— the sustained 
high price of corn is resulting in 
a consistently higher 
price 
for 
hogs. 
In 193 2, when corn was 
ten or fifteen cents a bushel, hogs 
were selling as low' as th ree dol­ 
lars for a hundred pounds. 
A lthough only thirty corn loans 
have been made this year in Mich­ 
igan, 
th at 
does not necessarily 
mean th a t only thirty farm ers in 
♦lie eleven counties of the com­ 
mercial area of Michigan partici­ 
pated in the program. Indeed not! 
The AAA records show th a t 74.6 
lier cent of corn 
farm ers 
have 
kept 
within 
the ir acreage allot­ 
ments. and thereby earned fifteen 
cents a bushel in 
benefit 
pay­ 
ments. 
The national average is 
74 per cent participation. 
Although it has not been a n ­ 
nounced. Berrien County will soon 
b i added to the commercial group 
of Branch. Calhoun, Cass, Hills­ 
dale, Jackson, Kalamazoo. L en a­ 
wee. 
Monroe, 
St. Joe. W ashte­ 
naw, and Wayne. 
To be desig­ 
nated as “ com mercial’’ a county 
m ust produce a total of four h u n ­ 
dred and fifty bushels per farm, 
and the yield of corn must be four 
bushels or more per acre of farm 1 
land.

Now. this unreasonable restrain t

practiced by trade 
unions, and this, rath e r than their

The niusici:ins’ union is a no­ 
torious case in point. 
Producers 
of plays J'.re constantly held up by 
tho musicians’ union— “ held up” 
are words carefully chosen. 
The 
mnsltian.«’ union lias adopted the 
rule that if any music is used in 
a play, even If th a t music consists 
of an a( tor p u tting a dance record 
on a phonograph, the perform ance 
comes within the Jurisdiction of 
the m usicians’ union, and th ere­ 
upon they swoop down upon it 
and mulct it for all it is worth. 


In “Tlie Cradle Will Kock.'* the 
music consisted of the com poser 
himself, Mr. Mnre Mlitzsteln. play­ 
ing the piano, but, the production 
had to support twelve musicians 
whose 
rontribution 
to the per- 
formancei consisted of reporting 
at tho correct hour and playing 
cards back stage. 


In “ The 'I’iine of Your Life.” 
there is a o ik * m inute song— a Sal­ 
vation Army h y m n — dining which 
one man play« a trum pet and a n ­ 
other boats a drum . Hut you can’t 
hire a dniinm er and a tru m p eter; 
you have to hire four men: th a t’« 
the minimum for any show with 
music. 
If 
I lie m usicians’ union 
deeide that a show Is a musical 
then the minim um is an orchestra, 
and that Is sixteen men. 
Some­ 
times. in a b u rst of generosity, 
they make concessions and let you 
get away with only twelve when 
three would do. 


All this has nothing to do with 
the 
wicked 
capitalistic 
system. 
The m usicians’ union d o n ’t ra re 


m orning 
to 
reh earse with the 
composer, they asked an electri­ 
cian to turn on a light. B ut th e 
clectriclan was hired, he Informed 
them , to tu rn on lights for “Julius 
Caesar,” 
not 
for 
“ Shoem aker’s 
Holiday,” so h e first refused, a t 
last consented, 
tu rn ed 
on

light, and sent a bill for |2 1 the 
sam e afternoon.

Then there is the T rade Union 
of Company M anagers, T reasurers 
and Press A gents. 
No producer 
may manage his own play: th a t is

This 
little item th rea te n s to put some

Now. this unreasonable restraint 
is constantly practiced by trade 
unions, and this. rather than their 
attempts to establish decent work­ 
ing standards, is what is getting 
the American

The musicians’ union is a no­ 
torious case in point. 
Producers 
of plays are constantly held up by 
the musicians’ union— ‘ held up” 
are words carefully chosen. 
The 
musicians’ union has adopted the 
rule that If any music is used in 
a play. even if that music consists 
of an actor putting a dance record 
on a phonograph, the performance 
comes within Hie jurisdiction of 
the musicians’ union, and there­ 
upon they swoop down upon it 
and mulct it for all it is worth. 
In “The Cradle Will Rock,” the 
music consisted of the composer 
himself, Mr. Marc BUtzstein, play­ 
ing the piano, but. the production 
had to support twelve musicians 
whose 
contribution 
to the per­ 
formance consisted of reporting 
at the correct hour and playing 
cards back stage. 
In “The Time of Your Life,” 
there is a one minute song— a Sal­ 
vation Army hymn— during which 
one man plays a trum pet and an­ 
other beats a drum. But you can’t 
hire a drummer and a trum peter; 
you have to Iiire four men; th a t’s 
the minimum for any show with 
music. 
If the musicians’ union 
decide that a allow is a musical 
then tilt: minimum is an orchestra, 
and that Is sixteen men. 
Some­ 
times, in a burst of generosity, 
they make concessions and let you 
get away with only twelve when 
three would do. 
All this has nothing to do with 
the

system. 
The musicians’ union don't care 
whom they shake down.

So he was hauled up on the car­ 
pet and threatened with expul­ 
sion.

Mr. Arnold might further raise 
the question w hether trade unions 
have the right to shut out quali­ 
fied workers, or to set entrance 
fees which are so high that no or­ 
dinary w orker can ever pay them. 
It is about as hard to get into the 
Scenic Designers’ Union as into 
the Century Club. 
The initiation 
fee is $500. 
Musicians pay an en­ 
trance fee of $50, $1.40 a month, 
rain or shine, and a 3 per cent tax 
when they are working— or play­

build up a public for a better or

That is one joker in the whole 
business. 
The unions fulminate 
against exploitation; against the 
overweening power of money.

‘Sept. 16, H ughson was arraigned 
before Circuit Ju d g e Uunnels and 
nntered a plea of guilty to fir.«»t 
¡logree m urder. He was sentenced 
lo serve the rem ainder of his n a t­ 
ural life in prison.

Girvin Slayer Requests 
Guilty Plea Be Set 
Aside 


James Hughson, sentenced 
to 
life imprisonment at 
the 
state 
branch prison at 
Marquette 
for 
the murder of John Girvin, Sr., at 
Manistique in 19 35, has appealed 
for a new trial, Prosecutor W. J. 
Sheahan revealed yesterday. 
H ughson’s petition for an 
ap­ 
peal, filed Nov. 22, charges 
that 
bis plea of guilty should not have 
been accepted by Judge Herbert 
Runnels, and he requests that the 
plea should now be set aside and 
a new trial ordered. 
Hughson killed Mr. Girvin Sept. 
13, 1935 at the Girvin residence 
on Lake street, using a sawed off 
shotgun. He was arrested immedi­ 
ately and the following day was 
.taken to Sault Ste. 
Marie. 
On 
‘Sept, 16. Hughson was arraigned 
before Circuit Judge Runnels and 
entered a plea of guilty to first 
degree murder. He was sentenced 
to serve the remainder of his nat­ 
ural life in prison. 
“Cold Blooded Murder” 
Commenting 
upon 
Hughson’s 
petition for a new trial, Posecutor 
Sheahan declared yesterday, “This 
was a case of cold-blooded, 
pre­ 
meditated murder, and we 
shall 
resist to the utmost 
this 
effort 
for freedom.” 
z 
It was learned that Hughson’s 
petition for an appeal, a volumin­ 
ous document of approximately 30 
pages, was prepared 
by 
Henry 
Long, a prison inmate 
with 
a 
knowledge of legal procedure. 
Hughson bases his plea for 
a 
new trial upon the following al­ 
legations: 
first, that the justice 
court should have proceeded with 
the examination of witnesses 
to 
determine 
the 
degree 
of 
the 
crime: second, that circuit 
judge 
should have directed a plea of not 
guilty and proceeded with trial; 
third, that the statement made by 
Hughson to the prosecutor 
was 
introduced at the trial in deroga­ 
tion of statutes; and, fourth, that 
the defendant was not 
mentally 
capable of forming an intent 
to 
commit murder, or of committing 
any crime. 
“ Feared Mob Violence” 
Hughson claims lie was intoxi­ 
cated at the time ne 
shot 
and 
killed Mr. Girvin and 
that 
he 
could not remember 
committing 
the act. He further declared 
In 
his petition that he was held in­ 
communicado in the county 
jail 
before being removed to the 
Soo, 
and that William Laux, sheriff at 
the time of the crime, told Hugh­ 
son that he was to be removed to 
the Soo because of the fear of 
mob violence in Manistique. 
, 
Hughson, who waived examina­ 
tion on the charge in justice court 
here, declared in his petition he 
did so only because of a fear of 
mob violence and that the 
fear 
was instilled by local authorities. 
The prisoner contended in his 
petition that he did not get 
an 
attorney to represent him because 
of an alleged 
suggestion 
from 
Prosecutor Sheahan that it “would 
be no use.” 
Hughson declared in an affida­ 
vit that nothing was mentioned at 
his arraignment in circuit court 
concerning the fact that he was 
intoxicated when the crime 
was 
committed, and also inferred that 
references made 
to 
Prosecutor 
Stysahan 
concerning 
H ughson’s 
claim that he 
was 
intoxicated 
were not included in the formal 
statement which Hughson signed.

TREASURY NEAR 


TO DEBT LIMIT 


Government Bonds Will 


Be Sold to Raise 


500 Millions 


' Washington. Nov. 27 (JP)—Sec- 
retary Morgenthau, asking the 
public to lend the treasury $500,- 
000,000 for imminent federal ex- 
penses, said today that congress 
soon must do something about in- 
creasing the national debt limit or 
levying new taxes, '.'if the boys are 
going to eat." 


He made the "eating" comment 


in a joking tone and declined to 
explain it. However, it was un- 
derstood the secretary meant that 
if 
congressional appropriations 


were going to be met the treasury 
would,need some means of getting 
the money. 


The $500,000,000. for which 


bids will be received tomorrow, 
will be an addition to the public 
debt, now $41,286,551,646. With 
more deficits in view, the treasury 
is'getting close to the ?45,000,- 
000,000 limit placed on the debt 
more than 15 years ago. 


Morgenthau, grinning to show 


that be was "not worried" about 
the debt situation, said his confi- 
dence in public investment de- 
mand for government bonds was 
shown by his choice of a two per- 
cent interest rate on the 9 to 11 
year bonds to be sold to raise the 
?500,000,000. This was, he said, 
the lowest interest rate ever oT- 
fered on a comparable govern- 
ment security. 


Although the treasury has 51,- 


500,000,000 in cash on hand, Mor- 
genthau said the borrowing was 
being undertaken because of the 
need for more cash to pay for the 
deficit in coming months.

Deer Season for 
19391 


Closes at Sunset On 


Thursday 


(By The AsiocUted Press) 


The 1939 deer hunt entered its 


final stages Monday with the con- 
servation department and hunters 
themselves agreed that the season 
would go down as one of the most 
disappointing in years. 
The 16- 


day season closes at sunset on 
Thursday. 


The conservation department at 


Lansing said the deer kill might 
not. be much lower than in the 
1938 season, but that in view of 
the record number of hunters in 
the north woods, the kill average 
probably would be decreased sub- 
stantially. 


State ferries at the Straits of 


Mackinac have transported 6,250 
deer southward so far this season, 
compared to a total of 7,008 for 
last season. Most lower Michigan 
hunters are 
believed 
returned 


from 
upper peninsula 
hunting 


grounds. 


The kill of bear, as reflected by 


ferry service reports, is heavier 
this year. Carcasses of 121 bears 
liave been taken across the straits 
compared to GO all of last season. 


In the upper peninsula, only 


Luce county reported a normal 
kill of deer this season. 


Unseasonable weather 
in 
the 


lower peninsula also hampered 
the 
hunters 
in 
nearly 
every 


county. 


Eight hunters have been killed 


bv rifle bullets this season.

Xo Shots Fired 


An opportunity was afforded, It

asked to step 
aside 
while 
the 


judge selected the one that was, 
in his opinion, the Best American- 
bred Dog. and 
then 
the 
Best 


American-bred dog competed with 
the other A'ariety Group winners 
for best in show. Usually the one 
judge made both awards. 


In most cases it was an awk- 


ward arrangement. 
The crowd 


never seemed to have a clear idea 
of what was going on, and 
be- 


cause of the fact that all Variety 
Group winners did not 
compete 


for best in 
show, 
this 
award 


seemed to lose some of its glam- 


our, 
and perhaps, some of its sig- 


nificance. 


At the Far Hills 
show, 
Mr. 


Charles T. Ingles, executive vice 
president of the American Kennel 
Club, suggested judging best in 
show first and then selecting the 
best American-bred in the show 
from among the best American- 
bred in each A'ariety Group. At 
this show, this 
plan 
was 
an 


easy matter, because the best in 
show was an Americau-bred. 


This plan was tried again at 


the Lehigh Valley Kennel 
Club 


show, and it seemed to give bet- 
ter satisfaction to contestants and 
spectators. The lay spectators ap- 
peared to catch on.
